Washington, 
Sept. 6 — (AP) — 


The senate war investigating com- 
mittee made it plain today it will 
insist that Rep. Andrew J. May 
(D-Ky) tell at a full dress hearing 
about his activities in connection 
with war contracts obtained by the 
Garsson munitions combine. 


In a letter to May, Chairman 


Mead (D-NY) 
asserted that the 


Kentucky 
congressman's

ment disclaiming any profit from 
his connection with the Cumber- 
land Lumber Co., a Garsson affil- 
iate, "does not give adequate in- 
formation" and "is not satisfactory 
to the committee". 


Mead ruled «=it, too. any sub-

May at the latter's Prestonsburg, 
Ky.. home. Brushing off that pos- 
sibility he asked that May advise 
the committee ''when it may be ex- 
pected that your physical condition 
will be such as to allow you to ap- 
pear and testify before the com- 
mittee in Washington. 


May Denies Charges 


May was taken ill on the eve of 


his scheduled testimony to 
the 


committee last July. In a state- 
ment yesterday, he said he was 
now able to be out of bed for a 
short time each day and would "be 
very happy to meet with a sub- 
committee here in Prestonsburg". 


He also declared he received no 


compensation for acting as Ken- 
tucky agent for the Cumberland 
company and that the sole motive 
for everything he did was further- 
ance of the war effort.

CRIME CABEER ENDS 


Chicago, 
Sept. 
6—(AP)—The 


bloody and vicious crime career 
of young William Heirens was 
ended today as the state prepared 
to put him in prison to begin serv- 
ing three consecutive life sent- 
ences. 


The 17-year-old college student 


escaped death in the electric chair 
for his brutal crimes but the three 
life sentences for three murders 
and an assortment of other penal- 
ties ranging from one year to life 
for more than a score of burglaries 
and assaults indicated he. will re- 
main in prison until he is nearly 80 
years eld. 


Heirens, under Illinois parole 


laws, can not be freed for at least 
61 years, probably 63 years. His 
incarceration for at least 61 years 
is assured as under the state penal 
practice, parole is not considered- 
for" a. life prisoner until a minimum 
of 20 years has been served. 


Penalty Is Okay 


In his Cook county jail cell, aft- 


er he was sentenced, Heirens told 
reporters that "as far as I'm con- 
cerned the penalty is okay. I had 
felt for a long time I was going to 
get the chair. 
I didn't lose that 


' conviction until I heard judgment 
pronounced. Then I was relieved." 


The former University of Chi- 


cago sophomore, who had express- 
ed no remorse for his crimes, ap- 
peared unmoved as he was sum- 
moned before Chief Justice Harold 
Ward in criminal court for sent- 
ence late yesterday.

Russian talk about ultimately 


unifying Germany has been met 
by actual economic unification in 
th',- Anglo-American zones. 
Al- 


though this was done as a part 
of a general policy calling for the 
control of Germany as an econom- 
ic unit. Mr. Byrnes' phraseology 
makes it obvious that we also 
intend to reap such German grati- 
tude as we can. 


It is expected to reduce the costs 


of occupation and speed the Ger- 
mans toward a self-supporting sta- 
tus. But an automatic corollary is 
to put us right into a political 
campagin. 


Months ago. when Russia's at- 


titude toward Germany's future 
wag still in doubt, some western 
diplomats felt it would take shape 
according to Moscow's beliefs on 
one issue. If Russia felt Commun- 
ist control of a unified Germany, 
after occupation ended, was pos- 
sible, then she would favor such 
unification. If not. she was expect- 
ed to widen the breach between 
western and eastern occupation 
zones and attempt to solidify the 
position she already occupied . 


The Russians finally came out 


for a whole Germany in the fu- 
ture, but blocked efforts to ad-

Shipping Paralyzed 


on Both Coasts by 


Strike of Seamen 


Manufacturers and Con- 


sumers Will Suffer for 


Needed Imports 


(By The Associated Press) 


The greatest maritime strike in 


history spread through the na- 
tion's coastal ports today, freez- 
ing the 
port of New York, the 


country's 
busiest 
harbor 
into 


"complete paralysis," the U. S. 
Maritime Commission announced. 


The 
commission's 
statement 


came about three hours after the 
striking AFL Seafarers Interna- 
tional Union and the Sailors Union 
of the Pacific- established picket 
lines along the extensive water- 
front. 


The commission listed CM ves- 


sels of all nations tied up in New 
York by the strike. This varied 
with a union claim that 534 craft 
of all types were stranded in New 
York and 2.534 on three coasts. 


A commission survey said 705 


ships of all flags were immobil- 
ized in ports from Portland. Me., 
to Savannah. Ga. 
Of these, the 


commission said 548 were Amer- 
ican and 157 were of foreign reg-- 
istry. 


In Philadelphia, James Trues- 


dale, port agent for the SIU, said 
"nothing is being worked" 
after 


pickets appeared at the port's 191 
piers. As in New York, only tank- 
ers, which were exempted, were 
moving'. 


The strike was called "100 per 


cent effective in New England" 
by John Mogrji, port agent for 
the SIU in Boston.
